BERT NEWTON has done it again. 


He has picked up his third Gold Logie 
as the Most Popular Personality on 
Australian television. 


Bert grabbed the gold at a star- 
studded presentation at Melbourne’s 
Hilton Hotel (see story page 7). 


Guests at the presentation included in- 
ternational performers Ernest Borgnine, 
Britt Ekland, Olivia Newton-John, 
Laverne And Shirley’s Cindy Williams, 
Rod Taylor, Vegas’ Robert Urich, 
General Hospital’s Genie Francis and 
TV's Incredible Hulk, Lou Ferrigno. 


But the glory belonged to the locals. 


Much of that glory went to the mini- 
series A Town Like Alice, which picked 
up five Logies (see story pages 12-13). 

The Alice triumphs were a fitting 
follow-up to the program’s international 
achievement, an Emmy Award. 


The youngest winner was Adam 
Garnett, whose role in the ABC-TV 
series I Can Jump Puddles earned a Logie 
for Best Performance by a Juvenile. 


In the series acting awards, Paul 
Cronin and Val Lehman triumphed, with 
Prisoner’s Val picking up Logies in both 
the viewer-nominated and judged 
categories. 


All the excitement of the night was 
telecast to millions of Australians via the 
Nine Network’s coverage. 


During the night 70 production people 
were involved in the mammoth telecast 
and about 180 film clips were screened. 


For Nine’s production chief, Peter 
Faiman, it was the eighth Logies telecast 
and one of the most satisfying. 


The network expects to grab one of the 
highest ratings so far this year for the 
telecast. 


For Bert, the Gold Logie was not his 
only triumph. The Logies gave him the 
chance to return as compere to a pro- 
gram in which he has excelled in the past. 


Last year he gave up the host’s role to 
Michael Parkinson of the TEN Network. 
But this year it was Bert back to his very 
best. 


And few would dispute that Bert at his 
best is the rival of any special-events 
compere in the world.

A plague of resigna- 
tions in the past few months has thinned 
the Riverside ranks considerably. 

Nicholas Eadie and Terry Norris will 
leave shortly, following in the footsteps 
of Lynda Stoner and Louise Philip, both 
of whom make their screen exits soon. 

It seems the only good news producer 
Graham Moore can look forward to is the 
screen come-back of the popular JJ (actor 
Peter Adams) and the likely replacement 
of front desk Snr Sgt O'Reilly (Terry 
Norris) with former Det Chief Insp Fox 
(Alwyn Kurts) of Homicide fame. 

Twenty three-year-old Eadie, whose 
role in Cop Shop was his first on TV, has 
decided to return to hometown Sydney.

Eadie has accepted a role in a Sydney 
production of Maebeth and will leave Cop 
Shop in April. 


He leaves soon after one of the year's 
major storylines, involving Philips and 
Danni Francis (Paula Duncan) in a 
romance, is screened.

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WHEN YOU think of The Logies, you 
think of Bert Newton. 


In a 16-year career ав host of 
Australia’s best-known awards night, 
twice in the past three years Bert himself 
won the big one — the Gold Logie. 

This year number three is added to his 
mantelpiece — another gold statuette, 
named after TV inventor John Logie 
Baird, to stand as testimony to Bert’s 
great achievements. 

Previously it was his mate and former 
co-star Graham Kennedy who had a 
stranglehold on the gold. 

Kennedy won his first in 1958 and went 
on to collect six more up to 1977 and set a 
record. 

Now it looks like Bert could give him a 
run for his money — he’s halfway there 
already. 

When you think of the Logie Awards 
presentation you think, too, of the TV 
highlights, and Bert Newton always 
figures in some of those highlights. 

One of the most outstanding was the 
night he had a run-in with the world 
heavyweight champion, Muhammad Ali. 

‘‘T like the boy,” Bert said. 

“Воу? Did he call me boy?’’ asked an 
astonished Ali. | 

After some fancy footwork, Bert 
managed to explain it was meant as a 
term of endearment and not, as Ali 
thought, a put-down of his race. 

Then there was Michael Cole from the 
American TV series Mod Squad who, 


caught unawares before the camera, was | 


pretty succinct — just one four-letter 
word, in fact — in showing his amaze- 
ment at his own show winning an award. 

Bert was on the spot again but as usual 
he managed to get out of it expertly. 

Part of the brilliance of Bert Newton is 
his ability, when trapped in a tricky cor- 
ner, to find his way out graciously and 
with a laugh. | 

He is at his best when the pressure is 
on. 

But it isn't only his third Gold Logie 
and yet another award as Victoria's Most 


Popular Male Personality that showcase 
his success. 

The most recent years of a long, 
lengthy showbusiness career have 
brought him unparalleled success. 

His role in The Don Lane Show is well 
documented. 

Add to that success a talent quest show 
he took over, New Faces. 

With Bert at the helm the Victoria- 
only show went national and created 
ratings records for the Nine Network. 

This is Bert's favorite TV vehicle, the 


one he drove from middle ranks to the 


top. 

And then, of course, there was Ford 
Superquiz. 

With. wife Patti by his side, Ford 
Superquiz ended its debut TV year in 
1981 as one of the 10 most popular shows 
around the country. 

Three shows on national TV — all

A man the master considers to be his 
mentor, producer-director Peter 
Faiman, had this to say about Bert: ‘‘He 
is a unique performer. 

“Не is able to store so much in his head 
that I have rarely seen him forget 
anything. 

“Ме might discuss aspects of a show 
weeks before he goes out there and 
fronts the audience but, as if he has a 
computerised brain, it will all fit into 
place when and where it has to. 

'"That extends to even any gags we 
discuss. 


"He decides on the spot whether or 


not the gag would work, or would be ac- 
ceptable, and he acts accordingly.

Although a newcomer to Logie 
Awards, Val's a veteran in her craft and 
has managed to turn Queen Bea Smith of 
the Wentworth Detention Centre into 
more than just the jail toughie. 

Bea is one of the show's favorite 
characters and now Val is one of the top 
Stars in showbusiness. 

Val Lehman is a worthy winner not on- 
ly because of her on-screen performance 
but her demeanor off screen. She has the 
star touch which makes her stand out ina 
crowd. 

In some magic way she transcends that 
toughie image the show gives her and in- 
vests Bea with a warmth and humanity 
that peeps through every now and then. 

In real life the warmth is dominant and 
makes her a firm favorite wherever she 
goes in public. 

Apart from Prisoner, last year gave 
her a chance to show her versatility by 
playing a wanton matron in ABC-TV's 
Outbreak Of Love and she did it with 
style, showing outstanding ability in an 
essentially comedy role.

PAUL CRONIN, who heads The 
Sullivams TV household, also heads 
the list of Sullivans’ cast members 
honored at this year’s Logie presen- 
tations. 

Paul won the Silver Logie after being 
voted the Most Popular Lead Actor. 

He is no newcomer to the Logie win- 
ners platform. 

In the past he's been honored both as 
an individual and with the rest of the cast 
when the series itself has taken awards. 

In all, since 1977 (the year the show 
was launched) more than a dozen Logies 
have gone to either the show or its cast 


members. 

This year Vikki Hammond and Andy 
Anderson joined Paul as the show's win- 
ners. | 

It’s а Logies bonanza few shows have 


matched. 
This year sees new faces in The 


Sullivans line-up with promising young 
Stars such as Sakia Post, Fiona Paul and 
David Clenice coming to the fore. 

And one of the ‘‘new chums’’, Gary 
Sweet, wins a Logie. 

It augurs well for The Sullivans in the 
future, especially at a time when war- 
time Australia with its peculiar nostagia 
is starting to give way in the storylines 
to the serious and sometimes bitter 


struggles of surviving in the post-war 
'90s. 








SOME MIGHT call it the luck of the 
Irish but it was more than luck that 
led to Cop Shop's John McTernan be- 
ing judged TV's Best Lead Actor in a 
series. 


John, who plays the impish Irish cop 
Det Sgt Tom Shannon, has made quite an 
impression during his 12 months with the 
show. 

He has portrayed Shannon as a caring 
cop who knows how to laugh but who also 
has the capacity to cry. 


The American-born actor began his 
showbusiness career in 1968, when he 
first arrived in Australia. 


He was writing his own comedy 
material and singing and dancing in 
Sydney cabaret shows. 


Before his role in Cop Shop, he made 
brief appearances in Number 96 and The 
Young Doctors. 


Another remarkable aspect of John's 


win was that he took a mid-year ''holi- 
day'' from the show. 

Before signing with Cop Shop he had 
contracted to appear in a stage play call- 
ed The Venetian Twins, and the Cop 
Shop producers, possibly not quite guess- 
ing the enormous impact that he was to 
make on their show, agreed to him taking 
three months off to do the stage show. 

Later they were to find out that the 
generosity was going to cost them their 
biggest new star for a vital part of the 
year. But that's showbiz. 

For his part, John has developed from 
a quietly-mannered stage actor to a top 
TV actor and personality within months 
— a big star of the future and, already, 
a TV WEEK Logie winner. 
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THE SULLIVANS star Vikki Ham- 
mond and Andy Anderson have 
scored a Logies double. 


Vikki and Andy, who play in-laws in 
the series, took the awards for Best Sup- 
port Actress and Actor in the Special 
Awards section of the Logies. 

For both, it means a little of the TV 
limelight has finally shifted their way. 

They’ve long been series favorites — 
Vikki as Maggie Baker and Andy as her 
son-in-law, Jim Sullivan. 

Now they have something else in com- 
mon. It’s the first Logie for each. 

Vikki’s been a part of the Australian 
showbusiness scene for a long time, 
beginning her career in comedy. 

But it’s as Maggie Baker that she won 
most fans. 

She always gave sensitive  per- 
formances and has been a solid shoulder 
for most of the other characters to cry 
on. In fact she has almost become the 
mother figure lost so tragically with the 
death of Grace Sullivan (actress Lorraine 
Bayly). 

The Logie caps a long career for the 
still youthful Vikki and marks the success 
of a radical change in her career.

he’s made the happy-go-lucky Jim 
Sullivan one of the series’ most likeable characters. 


When Vikki arrived in Australia 
almost 20 years ago she was a glamorous 
blonde best known for stage variety, 
music and singing. 

She made her name in Seven Network 
variety shows and had her own glamorous 
music show on ABC-TV for a couple of 
seasons. 

Then she gave TV away almost com- 
pletely to establish her family. 

She was attracted back to the screen 
only on rare occasions before Crawfords 
talked her into taking on the Sullivans 
role which made her a national identity. 

Andy, on the other hand, has been the 
show's “сһееку monkey’’. 

As Jim Sullivan, he’s brash and usually 
out for a laugh. Andy has managed to 
make him one of the series' most likeable 
characters. 

Although over the past few months of 
the show he has grown up a little, Jim 
still has that devil-may-care attitude that 
lifts the tone of the series. 

Andy Anderson is another Sullivans 
performer who has risen to Logie success 
after years in another department of 
showbusiness. 

The New Zealand-born actor was a 
wild rock star of the '60s and his credits

included the musical that changed it all 
— Hair. Y 

The noise and the pace of the rock 
Scene wrecked his health and he retired 
to New Zealand where he began writing 
TV drama and gradually emerged as a 
TV actor, too. 

Back in Australia, he has made a big 
name for himself all over again asa TV 
actor. 

Both stars will undoubtedly cherish 
their awards, and share them with their 

‘co-stars’’ — Maggie's Norm (actor Nor- 
man Yemm) and Jim's Alice (Megan 
Williams).

IN THE long history of the Logie 
Awards, 1982 will go down as the 
year of ‘‘Alice’’. | 

The TV mini-series A Town Like Alice 
— already an international Emmy Award 
winner in America — dominated the ac- 
ting awards as it and its enthusiastic pro- 
duction and acting teams dominated the 
ratings when the program was screened. 

A total of 11 final nominations in nine 


categories made Alice top-nominated 


show of this year’s Logies. 

Five of those nominations came up 
winners, including a Logie for the Best 
Single Drama or Mini-Series.

The Logie Awards аге а fitting climax 
to a period in which A Town Like Alice 
put Australia on the international TV 
production map. 

Around the world 75 million people 
have watched the series. In Britain alone, 
16 million saw the final episode. 

A Town Like Alice was a dramatisation 
by Tom Hegart and Rosemary Anne 
Sisson of the bestseller written by Nevil 
Shute. 

Executive producer and originator of 
the project was Henry Crawford, 
dynamic young producer of Ше suc- 
cessful mini-series of two years before, 
Against The Wind. 

For Crawford, A Town Like Alice was 
an all-consuming project from which he is 
still tuning down. With the stars Bryan 
Brown and Helen Morse he has been in- 
volved in promotion work for the series 
in several parts of the world, including 
England and America. 

Only a week ago Henry announced his 
next TV venture, a dramatisation of the 
Eureka Stockade incident on the Ballarat 
goldfields, a rebellion which many 
people still see as the birth of Australian 
independence. 

Looking back on A Town Like Alice, 
Crawford said: ‘‘Our philosophy was that 
we could do it out of Melbourne, in the 
Dandenongs, and do our Malaysian 
scenes there, or we could do it on a much 
more expensive basis and go to South- 
East Asia and cope with all the problems 
of a big budget, and that’s what we did. 

"I'm not suggesting that if you spend а 
lot of money on something it has to be 
good and it has to succeed. I believe quite 
the contrary, in fact, but you must have a 
certain amount of production values for 
the sophisticated American market. 

"It's now two years since we started 
filming and four years since I first began 
A Town Like Alice. It has certainly been 
a massive production. 

"Just the overseas marketing and pro- 
motion has been an enormous exercise. I 
also broke a lot of rules in that area. 

“I didn't sell through agents or 
distributors. I went and knocked on 
doors myself and made the vital contacts. 
Had we sold through agents and 
distributors, we would never have 


| recovered costs. 


"I'm proud of it because I feel I've 
paid my dues. I've produced more than 
290 hours of Australian TV, so I've got 
that under my belt.’’ 

But Henry said he made no concessions 
for overseas markets when he made A 
Town Like Alice. 

“Ме deliberately made something 
which was culturally accurate as far as 
Australians are concerned,” he said. 

“Му own personal philosophy is that I 
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love Australia and I like working here 
and I want to do Australian programs. 

“I think that’s our strength. That's 
the type of programs we should be mak- 
ing — something that is Australian and is 
identifiably Australian. ’’ 

Selling the program to an American 
TV network was no easy task. Henry met 
opposition from network chiefs who felt 
intimidated by the fact they had had 
nothing to do with the production of the 
series. 

He eventually sold the program to the 
PBS Network, a cable-TV network. 

Henry Crawford said: ‘‘The executive 
producer, Joanne Wilson, was so im- 
pressed with Alice that not only did she 
buy it — making it the first Australian 
program to be seen on their Masterpiece 
Theatre — but she re-arranged the 
schedules so we could launch the second 
decade of Masterpiece late last year.” 

Helen Morse and Bryan Brown, the 
series' stars, were flown to New York im- 
mediately to help launch the program

and soon found themselves in great de- 
mand. 

After its screening in  one-hour 
episodes over six consecutive Sunday 
nights, A Town Like Alice was nominated 
for a prized International Emmy. 

The series won the Best Limit- 
ed Drama Series category. 

"There's an increasing aware- 
ness of our film, TV and enter- 
tainment industry there. Every-' 
one's buzzing about Aus- 
tralia,’’ Henry said. 

"It was particularly good 
for the Australian television 


industry because it's the first time 
an Australian program hasever won 


anything like that. 

‘It is a world recognised award and we 
were up against the best international 
programs in the world.” 
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PRISONER HAS done it again! 


For the third consecutive year, it has 
won the honors as TV’s Most Popular 
Drama Series. It has also given us the 
year’s Best Lead Actress, Val Lehman, 
who plays Bea Smith. 

And it doesn’t stop there. This year’s 
coveted Silver Logie also goes to Val, 
making it a super double whammie. 


As it did last year, Prisoner has KO’d 
series mainstays The Sullivans and Cop 
Shop to the Most Popular Drama Series 
prize. It has also taken the honors in that 
category away from the much-lauded A 
Town Like Alice. 

Although ‘Alice’ was a mini-series and 
not a continuing series as is Prisoner and 
its other opponents, and despite the fact 
Alice sold and won outstanding reviews in 
overseas countries, Prisoner is still tops. 


Last year it won Most Popular Drama 
Series, Most Popular Show produced in 


Victoria and Best Lead Actress in a 
series (Sheila Florance). 


The year before it carried off two 
awards: Most Popular Drama Series and 
Best Lead Actress in a Series (Carol 
Burns). 


The Prisoner actresses proved that a 
group of women could hold a prime-time 
series together. 


Not only have they held it together, 


they’ve fairly taken its success over the 
wall. 


The Prisoner formula is a unique one 
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which Australia has given the TV world. 
Other series and movies have portrayed 
women as appendages of men thrown in- 
to groups by suddenly losing those men, 
but Prisoner has as its base characters a 
group of women who are all individual 
people fighting for their own place in the 
world. 

Thus Prisoner has established some of 
this country's most unique dramatic 





creations — the feral lesbian Frankie 
Doyle, Lizzie, the wily old mother-figure 
worn down by time, the tough and 


polities-wise Bea, and Vera, the invert 
handed a wardress' authority over other 
people. 

This year Prisoner goes tougher, but 
the girls behind bars can look back on 
another year well served in the interests 
of TV viewers.

The hard-working Walsh might deny 
it, but his relaxed, slick performance on 
the job must surely be part of the show's 
success formula.

The pair were often 
right in the front line of the action, 
sometimes under fire from petrol bombs 
and missiles.

Throughout that month 40 extraor- 
dinary people took to Ше stage of 
Sydney’s Opera House concert hall and 
gave a series of performances that held 
audiences spellbound. 

Every performer on that stage suf- 
fered from Down’s Syndrome, commonly 
known as Mongolism, and all lived in an 
institution, the Lorna Hodgkinson Sun- 
shine Home in Sydney. 


The group presented the musical 


dance-drama, Life — Images And 
Reflections, which was directed by their 
therapist/teacher/theatre director, Aldo 
Gennaro. 

The TV documentary was produced 
and directed by 30-year-old Sydney film- 
maker Chris Noonan, who had provien i 
worked with Film Australia. 

Fifteen hours of footage were shot 
during four weeks of filming. It was 
edited over a seven-month period. 

Chris learned a lot about the disabled 
through making Stepping Out. 

"I started out in total fear of meeting 
the performers. Because they were total- 
.ly unknown to me, I was frightened,” he 
said. 

"But gradually, through contact, the 
fear іп me disappeared.''

The new show will be produced for Channel Nine 
by Paul Sharratt's Starcast Organisation on the Gold 
Coast. Paul was the driving force behind Reg Lind- 
say's Country Homestead which folded late last year 
after four consecutive seasons. 


Paul said that the new show would be a high-quality 
production.

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FOR HENRY CRAWFORD IT WAS 
AN ARDUOUS LABOR OF LOVE 


HENRY CRAWFORD, producer of 
Logie-winning series A Town Like 
Alice, has made little money from 
Australia’s most successful TV 


series. 
“Е has been a labor of love,” he said. . 
The entire sales of the series — to 


Seven (Australia), BBC (England), PBS 
(an American cable service) and Para- 
mount (world rights) — only just cover 
the original production costs. 

It was four years ago Henry first con- 
ceived the idea to make the series based 
on the Nevil Shute novel. Two years ago 
filming began in Malaysia, and it was last 
year the program screened in Australia, 
Britain and the United States. 

"Everybody thinks director David 
Stevens and myself have made a million 
dollars doing it, but we had to defer two- 
thirds of our salary for three years in 
order to make Alice,'' Henry said. 

"Spread across the whole four years, I 
only earned $14,000 a year from Alice. '' 

The only way the series can make a 
profit is if it is sold to independent sta- 
tions throughout the U.S. But first Henry 
has to wait for the two-year cable service 
contract to expire. 

“Ме tried to spend as much money on 
it as we possibly could. That meant 
tremendous financial hardship in getting 
together a budget which would allow us 
to put production values on the screen,” 
Henry said. | 

But A Town Like Alice has given Henry 
a lot of satisfaction, besides enhancing 
his reputation internationally. | 

“И has certainly made it a bit easier to 
sell other projects and program 14еаз,” 
he said. 

Henry said he has a lot to thank the 
Seven Network for. Without help from 
the network during the early days of 
pre-production, there would never have 


been a $1.25 million blockbuster named 


A Town Like Alice. 

“Сраппе! Seven have been very sup- 
portive to me and other independent 
producers. They’ve always been in the 
forefront in terms of putting up money 
to give small producers an opportunity to 
do things, and it’s certainly paid off. 

“If it had not been for Channel Seven 
there wouldn’t have been a buyer for A 
Town Like Alice and I would never have 
made the program. 

“Опе thing that is good is they don't 
stick their creative beaks in. They give 
you the money, check the principal cast,

read the script and say come back when 
it's finished. 

"With the success of Alice maybe TV 
networks here will now recognise that it 
is possible to make high budget and high 
quality film productions that can be 
economically viable.’’ 


He and his attractive wife, Sarah, and. 


their children, Melissa 215, and James 1, 
live in a beautiful and spacious two- 
storey house in Sydney’s Eastern 
Suburbs. 

Behind the main house is another two- 
storey building, which operates as 
Henry’s offices. 

Sarah is a director of Henry’s com- 
pany, Henry Crawford And Associates. A 
script editor by trade, she has worked on 
many TV series and mini-series and is an 
integral part of Henry’s team. 

“багар is always reading a lot of stuff 
for me, and she is always suggesting ways 
we can do something. She is just as in- 
volved in this company as I am,’’ Henry 
said. 

Henry appeared as an actor in 
Homicide and Division 4, but he prefers 
not to mention that these days. 

"I would never have been known as a 
great actor. Maybe one day, if I keep try- 
ing, I may be known as a great pro- 
дисег.” 

Henry’s future projects include a 
feature film based on the Gwen Kelly 
book, Always Afternoon, and a four-hour 
mini-series about the Eureka Stockade.

She is possibly the highest-paid actress 
in Australia, on a per-word basis. 


And she says this has nothing to do 
with her own acting talents. 


"Its all to do with my character, 
Greta. She is a woman of so few words, 
that if you calculated my pay on per- 
word basis, the ratio to that of other per- 
formers would be quite considerable,” 
Laurel explained. 


Probably another reason for Laurel's 
good fortune is Kingswood Country's suc- 
cessful record. The fourth series of the 
show began earlier this month. 


However, rather than sit back and en- 
joy it, Laurel, 29, doesn't intend to get 
too involved with Greta. 


If you haven't seen Kingswood Coun- 
try, one look at Greta and you under- 
stand her problems. 


"She's likeable,’’ Laurel said, ‘‘but 


only because she's so awfully bland and 
nondescript.’’ 


A university graduate, with degrees in 
drama and modern languages, Laurel is 
certainly no Greta. 


She speaks French, Spanish and Italian 
fluently and at a pinch, can muster a few 
words of Swedish (she lived there for a 
year). 

А sportswriter for Channel 0/28 
in Sydney, she also does voice-overs for 
children’s programs. 

“It was a job I fell into almost by acci- 
dent, '' Laurel said. 


"Having been involved with the station 
for some time, when one of their sports 
journalists had six weeks off I was asked 
to fill in and do some of the work. :

ing more and more available," Laurel 
said.

"Ihaven't spent a lot of time thinking about the money aspect 
of the deal,’’ she told TV WEEK.

""The great thing, too, about this deal is that we — Mushroom 
and myself — will be able to retain creative control over my 
work.

and I had a reasonable car to get around in. :

Renee’s CBS deal will see her release on album and two 
singles a year. 

Her So Lucky album will be released in America later this 
month and, at the same time, her Say I Love You single will go 
on sale in Europe. 

Her next single here will be the Ronnie Woods song I Can Feel 
The Fire. 
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While Renee welcomes the challenge to 
conquer the American market, her main 
aim is to win more recognition in 
Australia. 

“Ви! I don't think ГП ever be top rung 
here,’’ she said. ‘‘My music is too raun- 
chy for some and not pop enough for 
others. 

“Ав far as Australia is concerned, my 
ambition is to fill houses and to make 
enough money to put my band on the 
road. 

“Internationally ... sure, I want 
recognition. | 

"Everyone strives to be the best in 
their field, but I think the best pay-off is 
to perform at your own concerts to full 
houses — knowing that the people have 
come solely to see уои.’ 

Renee unashamedly owns up to 
being ambitious. 

"Without a doubt my work comes 
first,’’ she said. 

"It's not a financial ambition, 
though, but an ambition to be 
successful. 

"I know the work I have 
already put into my career 
and the work I will do in the 
future will pay off. 

And while she knows: the Ameri- 
cans will want to ‘‘market’’ her, she is 
confident a compromise can be reached 
between commercialism and artistic integrity. 

"When I did the photo session for my So Lucky album, I had 
to go to New York and I had the facilities of a make-up lady and 
hairdresser. | 

‘They never really suggested anything I didn't approve of. 
We were able to compromise all the way down Ше пе.” 

Renee has memories of the American reaction when, back in 
1976 and still entrenched in rhythm and blues, she went there to 
promote Moving Along. 

‘They were curious about the fact that I was white and 
sounded black,’’ she said. 

“T m sure that will be a cross I'll have to bear till the day I die. 

‘‘Sounding black was a negative thing there. It wasn't a good 
image for me to have. It was rather like discrimination in the 
opposite way.

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BUT FARRAH REFUSES TO FADE 


OUT OF THE SCENE BEFORE 


ONE LAST TAKE 


THE SENSATIONAL Lee Majors- 
Farrah Fawcett marriage split and 
property settlement case is over. 


But the dust hasn’t settled yet. 

Hollywood has already grabbed its 
chance to get some mileage out of the 
divorce, and curiously enough, it was Lee 
and Farrah themselves who agreed to be 
part of the charade. 

And Lee’s new TV series, The Fall Guy 
(seen here on the Nine Network), was 
the vehicle for a surprise guest ap- 
pearance by Farrah. 

Although her appearance was filmed 
before the property dispute went to 
court last month, Farrah was already the 
ex-Mrs Lee Majors when she met him on 
‘the Los Angeles set. 

It was an eerie reunion. 

Lee had made no secret of his dislike 
for Farrah’s new partner, his old drink- 
ing buddy, Ryan O’Neal, or his hopes for 
a reconciliation. 

Farrah, too, had made it clear that 
Ryan was special to her and that she 
wasn't about to patch things up. 

But Hollywood is the land of make- 
believe, and even with their property 
dispute (each wanted their $2.5 million 
former home) just one month out of the 
courts, they were before the cameras, 
set for the performance of their lives. 

When they met on the set, they were 
oblivious of the TV executives and film 
crews surrounding them. 

Neither did they notice co-producer 
Glen Larson (who worked with Majors on 
The Six Million Dollar Man) in the wings 
jotting down word for word the personal 
exchange between Hollywood's one-time 
golden couple. 

When there were no more words to be 
said, Larson had his scene already writ- 
ten for him. 

He handed them the piece of paper, 
and explained: ‘‘That’s what I want you 
both to say on screen, exactly what you 
have just said to each other off screen.’’ 

They agreed. And so the scene was set. 


Lee as stuntman Colt Seavers, who 
moonlights as a modern-day bounty 
hunter tracking criminals who have 
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jumped bail, is dressed in a curly blonde 
wig and frilly polka dot dress. 


He is doubling for the stuntwork Far- 
rah's TV character is supposedly involv- 
ed in. 


At the beginning of the scene, he gets 
out of a flattened car and casually adjusts 
his wig and dress. 


“That was a great stunt, Colt," Far- 
rah tells him, and as their real-life con- 
versation begins, he replies: "Anything 
for my leading lady.” 


As he goes to walk off, she calls after 
him: ‘‘You taking care of yourself?" 


Lee replies: ‘‘I always до.” 


Adds Farrah: ‘‘No you don’t. I know 
you, remember.’’ 


As Farrah is called away, Majors says 
to her: “‘I guess I better let you ро.”

She tells him to be careful. He kisses 
her hand. 


"You too," he says, and walks off 
hoisting up his polka dot skirt. 


"Hey," she calls after him. ‘‘You’ve 
got great legs.’’ 


End of ‘‘personal’’ conversation, end 
of scene, and end of their meeting until 
their court case. 


The court case was fought ‘‘to the bit- 
ter end’’, with each giving reasons why 


he or she should win the house from the 
other. 


When the judge ruled that the house 
should be equally divided, it was 
reported that Lee took Farrah out to din- 
ner and told her she could have the 
house. 


And with one chapter of Lee's life en- 
ding, a new one continues as he gets good 
reviews and quick American acceptance 
of his new TV role. 


Producer Larson believes this series 
could show Majors up to be the Cary 
Grant of the small screen. 
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е LEE MAJORS .. . his marriage to Far- 
rah Fawcett went up in flames, but his

It shows the humorous side of him — 
he can play light comedy, the Burt 
Reynolds or James Garner type. 


It also reveals his singing talents. 


Indeed, he sings the country and 
western flavored theme song. 


The words of the song include names 
such as Farrah, Cheryl, Jackie and Burt, 
and the lines: ‘‘I’m the lonely stuntman 


who made a hero out of Burt.’’ 


From the song came Larson’s idea to 
get Farrah for a cameo spot. | 


So far, James Coburn and singer Paul 
Williams have also agreed. 


In future, they're hoping to do the 
same with Patrick Macnee (of The 
Avengers fame) and film actor Peter 
O'Toole. 


The Fall Guy co-stars a lively blonde, 
Heather Thomas, who, as Jody, an at- 
tractive young stuntwoman, learns the 
tricks of the stunt trade from Colt. 


But Lee's new leading lady is more 
than just a pretty face.

She has written many of the episodes 
of the series herself, and is amply 
qualified through her degree in motion 
picture and TV production. 


As Jody, she has a soft spot for Colt, 
but he's more of a loner than a lover. 


More female charm is added with Big 
Jack, the fearless head of the Bail Bonds 


Agency. She is played by newcomer Jo 
Ann Pflug. 


Lee does 70 per cent of the stunts 
himself. 


It's his choice, although an earlier in- 
jury which may leave him with only 80 
per cent of his right arm, has curbed 
his adventurous spirit somewhat. 


He is, in fact, an honorary member of 
the Hollywood stuntmen's Hall Of Fame 
for all the bumps and bruises he's col- 
lected over the years from the time he 
took on his first TV role in Barbara Stan- 
wyck's Big Valley. 
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AS A 15-year-old high school girl, 
Antoinette Byron was easily shock- 
ed. 


And seeing The Rocky Horror Show 
live on stage made a big impact on her. 

“Га never seen a man dressed up as a 
woman before and it really shocked те,” 
she explained. 

‘But I loved it!” 

Now, of course, times have changed. . 

It'S now Antoinette's turn to shock 
people in the re-staged version of the 
show. She plays Janet, a role she has 
wanted ever since she saw the original 
version. 

And although it's not so easy to shock 
Antoinette these days, it can occasionally 
happen. 

Like the time a woman in a Sydney 
supermarket pushed her and called her a 
bitch’. 

It took Antoinette a few minutes to 
work out that she was probably referring 
to her role as Tracey Williams in The 
Restless Years. 

"But I still can’t fathom 15,” she said. 
‘I didn't realise the power of TV. People

After playing a "bitch" in The 3 


Restless Years, she’s now enjoying the 
"goody two-shoes innocence, '' 
in Rocky Horror. 

But her versatility doesn’t end there. 
She has also played a factory girl in the 
forthcoming ABC series Jonah and a 
murderess in an episode of Ballamy. 

And if a suitable nude role is offered to 
her in the future, she will certainly con- 
sider it. 

Her ambition is to play a range of dif- 
ferent characters, from sophisticate to 
prostitute. 

Antoinette is obviously a determined 
lady who knows what she likes. 

That’s particularly true when it comes 
to food. All sorts of weird combinations 
attract her—like lots of bran with cottage 
cheese, fruit and hot water, vinegar and 
chicken and even lemons sprinkled with 
salt. 

She refuses red meat because it makes 
her feel heavy. 

Instead, there's muesli cookies (which 
she bakes herself), vitamins and occa- 
sional parsley and garlic tablets. 

Staying healthy is imporant, par- 
ticularly since she had her Tarot cards 
read and was told to watch her health. 

While being an actress is a childhood 
dream come true, Antoinette's not 
ensnared by the glamor of the job. 

‘It’s hard work,’’ she said simply. 

She admits she still gets an attack of 
the nerves before going out on stage, but 
finds the occasional theatrical mishap 
""sort of exciting'' 

"I can’t be relaxed; it’s not in my 
temperament,’’ she explained. 

And just what is her temperament? 

She says she has a bad temper that’s 
‘‘short and fiery, but I get over it quick- 
Ту,” and loves a good cry or laugh. 

She doesn’t like cynicism. “ʻI hate to be 
cynical,’’ she explained. ''I still get a kick 
out of silly things like getting flowers or 
letters.’’
